TAXES TO START 


Ways and Means Committee 
Being Geared Up 


Writing of New Lew Will 
Begin Next Week 


Mellon to Offer Suggestions 
But No Plan. 


— — 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Actual 
work in the cutting of the nation- 
al melon ts about to begin, Bett- 
mating that the existing revenue 
law is producing about $290,000, . 
000, a year more than the govern- 
ment actually needs, it is proposed 
by the administration that 1280. 
000,000 a year of that be lifted 
from the shoulders of the taxpay- 
ers. 

Accordingly, Chairman Green of 
the Ways and Means Committee of 
the House has been busy all this 
week gearing up the machinery of 
the committee which is the one 
in which all revenue legislation 
must originate. The full commit- 
tee will assemble the 19th inst. to 
begin the task of writing the new 
law. Under the program which 
Chairman Green is laying out, the 
first two days will be devoted to 
listening to the testimony of Treas- 
ury Department officials giving in 
detail what is termed the State 
of the revenues; that is, where 
money is coming from, how it ts 
being spent and the manner in 
which the officials reach their con- 
clusion that it is safe to reduce 
taxes by $250,000,000 and have 
sufficient left. 


NO MELLON PLAN

be set forth. It is not the pur- 
| pose of the administration to pre- 
| sent, at this time even the outline 
| of a general bill; there is to be 
no Mellon plan, but instead sug-

By the time it gets through 
the House and the Senate Com- 
mittee on Finance it probably will 
ap as the Green-Smoot bill. 
| ow closely it will follow the 
administration's suggestions re- 
mains to be seen because Chair- 
man Green of the House commit- 
tee, Chairman Smoot of the Senate 
committee and the Treasury offi- 
clals are not in absolute agreement 
on all details. Nevertheless it its 
safe to assume that the two com- 
mittees eventually will be found 
in approximate agreement with the 
administrative ideas. These in- 
clude a reduction in surtaxes to a 
maximum of 25 per cent on in- 
comes above $190,000 including a 
normal tax of 6 per cent.

It also will recommend repeal of 
various annoying miscellaneous 
taxes, the earning capacity 
| which ts not large. 


SCORES DEBT DELAY 
| ie win be extremely difficult to 
keep tax reduction within those 
lines. In the first place, there are 
various Senators and representa- 
tives, Republicans as well as Dem- 
ocrats, who profess to think that 
taxes can be cut very much fur- 
ther, and all will have their say. 
Senator Claude A. Swanson of 
Virginia, Democrat, announced 
the other day his corrviction that 
taxes can be reduced by $600,000.- 
000 a year. In order to do this 
all that is necessary is to quit pay- 
ing off the public debt at the pres- 
ent rate, spreading it over fifty 
years in the future instead of 
twenty-five years as now contem- 
plated. 

Secretary Mellon te quite scorn- 
ful of such a suggestion. “The na- 
| tion,” declares the Secretary. 
“which does not follow a policy of 
paying ite debts but allows them 
to accumulate, may be compared 
to an Individual who follows a im- 
Har course. The public debt is 
a mortgage or lien on the national 
wealth and unless the country pur- 
sues a policy of paying its mort- 
gage it is bound to become more 
and more burdensome as time goes 
on. Debt reduction, in fact, is the 
beet method of bringing about tax 
reductions.”

This wall was stuccoed and cov- 
ered with wonderful paintings of 
giadiatorial combats, the colors 
being as rich and bright as though 
the work of artists of yesterday. Dr.

In the broad 
market that has developed 
eralization on trends mean less 
and less, ard the movements of 
particular groups more and more. 
The day has gone forever when 
a perticular.stock can lead the 
whole list upwards or downwards. 

More individuals are stockhold- 
ers than ever before in the hie- 
tory of the country, and diversifi- 
cation in the groups offers a wider 
area for speculation and invest 
ment than ever has been available 
heretofore. An understanding of 
the multitude of cross-currenta de- 
veloped in the market during the 
last year is almost as waluable as 
a knowledge of money and bust 
ness conditions in an interpretation 
of present price movements. 

As long as fundamental condi- 
ons remain sound and money 
plentiful, this very breadth of the 
market will help to sustain prices 
and it will be possible for particu- 
lar groups to advance as others 
remain stationary or decline. 


No very bed news on the bust 
ness situation has appeared this 
week but hopes for a prosperous 
autumn now are being turned im- 
to realizations. Net earnings of 
our carriers for August not only 
reached the highest level ever re- 
corded for that month but, except 
for last October, established a new 
monthiy high for all time. Prob- 
ably more new records will be 
made by the autumn months. Our 
rallzoads will earn more this year 
than for any year since the war. 

Cheerful reports come in from 
the cotton industry. Even the new 
estimate of a 14,769,000-bale cot- 
ton crop this year, which would 
be the largest since 1914, does 
not go much alarm the cotton 
manufacturers as those that spec- 
ulate in the raw commodity.
